The object of this Bill is to raise the excise duty 
on cashew liquor from Re. 1 / - to Rs. 1-50 Ps. per 
proof litre. Opportunity is also being taken to define 
cashew liquor . 

The reason to increase the excise duty on cashew 
liquor is to raise additional resources to meet plan 
expenditure and the field in which it can be done 
now is in respect of excise duty on cashew liquer 
as it was kept low so far and there is room for 
increase thereof .
